—A vivid witness stand story of 
the slaying of an 
unsuspecting 
middle aged widow, allegedly at 
the behest of Frank J. Egan, 
on trial for her murder, has been 
given a jury by Verne Doran. 


Doran, 
former chauffeur 
for 
Egan, was the state's star wit- 
ness yesterday against the for- 
mer 
San Francisco public de- 
fender. 
The prosecution contends 
the motive was Egan'g need for 
money and the fact that Mrs. Jes- 
se Scott Hughes, the widow and 
Egan's friend and client, 
had 
made him the beneficiary of her 
life insurance policies. 


Doran testified that Egan had 
ordered him and Albert Tinnln, 
ex-convict -and also on trial, to 
kill Mrs. Hughes by running over 
her with a motorcar in simula- 
tion of a hit-and-run accident. 
Describing how he and Tinnin 
went to Mrs. Hughes' home last 
April 29 to carry out Egan's or- 
ders, Doran said : 
"We looked around the base- 
ment, talked about the plants on 
the floor—and then I held her 
hands and Tinnin hit her. I 
moved the car out of the garage, 
then he signaled me and I drove 
the car back in, then out again 
(over Mrs. Hughes' 
prostrate 
form.)" 


The witness said he and Tin- 
nin put the body in the automo- 
bile, drove around the block sev- 
eral 
times 
and 
finally tossed 
their burden out,in a street gut- 
ter. Doran said they then drove 
to Tinnln's hotel room, drank a 
pint of whiskey, and met Egan, 
who the next day bought them 
new hats.

against Egan and Tinnin.

Vernon audience today. 
In his addres here the gov 
ernor outlined his plans to have 
one cent of the gasoline tax set 
aside to -pay off bonds which 
counties have voted to pave their 
roads. He said it was in line with 
his contention 
for years 
tha< 


! counties should not be asked to 
! place a burden upon themselves 
I in order to have Rood highways, 
' but that those who use the roads 
should pay for them. 
"Taxpayers in every county In 
Texas where the roads are paved 
are having to pay from 19 cents 
to $3 on the hundred dollars valu- 
ation to keep up the Interest and, 
sinking funds on their bonds," 
Sterling said. "It will mean a 
saving of $20 or $25 a year to the 
average home owner in the state, 
or approximate^ $1,000 for the 
life of the bonds." 
Sterling said his plan was to 


provide immediate relief by re- 
moving the taxes from the coun- 
ties this year. 


Governor Sterling was studying 
the proclamation today. He said 
it would be couched in language 
that would make It impossible for 
the legislators "to twist the in- 
terpretation about and throw the 
session open for a lot of immat- 
erial Issues."

In calling the' session prior to 
the state democratic convention 
at Lubbock September 13, he said 
he would expect the lawmakers 
to pass on his program before 
leaving for the convention.

A distinctly more cheerful out- 
look

He reported that cotton goods 
had been among the first com- 
modities to show a gain In prices, 
and intense activity prevailed in 
the brokerage houses in cotton 
materials. Many of the houses 
specializing in high grade cotton 
prints have allowed their stock 
to 
become depleted and these 
supplies are now being re-estab- 
lished keeping many mills busy 
with orders, with an ever,increas- 
ing demand for the finer cotton 
fabrics. 
Increased demand for all fab- 
rics of cotton were reported and 
Mr. Woodrow stated 
that 
the 
Corsftana mill was operating five 
and a half days each week now 
and It was hoped that this plan 
of operation could be continued 
for sometime to come. He Indi- 
cated that the plant had numer- 
ous orders tH&t would keep the 
plant open for several weeks. 
Mr. Woodrow asserted that east- 
ern leaders were decidedly more
